New Record 
NY- London Time 


New York, Oct. 21. 


Pan Atwobiean World Airways’ new jet airliner 
"the Boeing 707, today set up a néw record for 
~ coftimercial aircraft by flying 3,876 miles from 
London to Idlewild airport here in eight hours 
thirteen minutes at an average speed of 470 


miles per hour. 


This was flying tlme and did 
not include a halt to refuel at 
Keflavik in Iceland, 


The Boclng clipped forty, 
minutes off the time taken by 
the BOAC Comet four which 
earlier this month fiew eon the 
shorter route from London to 
New York vin Gander New- 
foundland in elght hours 53 
minutes. 


The jet clipper “Mayfiower” 
carried 111 British and European 
journallsts, three airline officials, 
flve flight crew and eight cabin 
crew—a total of 127 which is 
the lnorgest number of adults 

ever to cross the Atlantic in a 
single flight. 


Much Bigger 


The 707 is much bigger and 
heavier than the British jet and 
carries twice the number of pas- 
sengers but its more powerful 
engines give it a cruising 
speed of 575, miles per hour— 
nbout 70 miles per hour faster 
than the Comet. 


Uke the British jet it flies 
steady and free from vibration 
above the weather. 

The 707 jets are fitted with 
thrust reversers which glve 
braking effect on 
Janding and pull up the huge 
aircraft,in a surprisingly short 
distance.
